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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This action is responsive to communication: RCE filed 2/1 6/07 to the application 
filed on 05/30/97. 

2. Claims 179-181 are added. 

3. Claims 122-165, 174-181 are pending in the case. Claims 122, 157, 179 are 
independent claims. Claims 174-178 have been withdrawn during the prosecution. 

4. The 101 rejections of claims 166-173 have been withdrawn in view of the 
cancellation of these claims. 

5. The 112, first paragraph rejections of claims 124 and 130 have been withdrawn 
in view of applicant's arguments. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 122-165, 179-181 are allowed. 

7. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: streaming the multimedia document to a recipient for rendering the multimedia 
document according to the choreography information that includes a relative sequence 
specified by an author and indicating that the first and second multimedia objects are 
rendered progressively together over a common time period before all data slices of the 
first and second multimedia objects are received and the data slices of the third 
multimedia object are rendered after the rendering of the first and second multimedia 
objects, has not been disclosed in the prior art of record. 
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Note: The Examiner left messages to the attorney on 3/21/07 and 3/27/07 regarding the 
suggestion for canceling the withdrawn claims 174-178 but no response received. It is 
suggested that applicants cancel claims 174-178, which have been withdrawn during 
prosecution, to issue the notice of allowance.
